"Foreigners now have the same priv- 


ileges as well as the same obligations 
as the Japanese citizens, no more and 
no less. The first step in the new sys- 
tem is to put an end to the old fric- 
tion of extra Lerritoriality, by which, 
foreign citizens were judged by differ- 
ent standards from Japanese. 


"The KiH-oml essential thing is tho 


opening of the r u t ire territory of Japan 
to foreign i f i i d e i i t s and trade.

now there have been only five treaty 
ports.

nificant pan of Japan. Henceforth the 
entire interior of thr empire, with its 
populous i-itic-s and i n v i t i n g fields of 
industry, i? thrown open to foreigners.

When the inflammation is deep seat- 


ed, pns collects beuentb the periosteum, 
or menibrnno covering the bone, and 
this greatly increases the distress as 
well as the clanger. If allowed to go ou 
unrelieved, the inflammation may creep 
np the finger into the palm of the hand, 
and. then the condition becomes a most 
serious one. 
In almost any case when 


once pus has formed beneath the perios- 
teum more or less of the bone will die, 
leaving the end of the fiuger crippled or 
disfigured by a deep scar.
